‘: CHOICE OF ALTERNATIVES. * 
ae FOR PUBLIC. 


At.the meeting of ‘the Straits 
Sottloments Legislative Council on 
October 31, Mr. G. C. Clarke said 
that. His Excellency had placed be- 


fore the public a choice ‘of alterna-|- 
Jtives, either additional taxation or 


the gradual relinquishment of the 
Colony of a degree of efficiency con- 
sonant with the efficiency of its near 
veighbours. He thought the latter 
‘alternative should be definitely , set 
ngide.. He, thought it. would be 
found that whereas tho necessity 
for additional taxation was immin- 


Jent the- position was not so bad. 


There were, he continued, some 
items in’ which he felt 
economies were possible, if not in 
1928, at a later date. There was a 


small vote for Co-operative Societies 


and he hoped that ‘when these thrittt- 


organisations were on their feet 


they, would pay. thefr own operating | ° 


costs,’ He also thought that they 
must watch ‘the expenditure on the 


‘Fisheries experimental vessel “Tong- 


koi” to see that they did not go on 
after their usefulness or otherwise 
had been definitely proved. Post 
Office returns had been a disap- 
pointment to him, as ‘they showed, 
a trading loss. He had always hop- 
ed that’.co-ordination of the postal 
services of the Colony and -the 
Federated Malay States would show 
a reduction in cost, but the opposite 
was the fact. A: matter of grave 
importance for the Colony was the 
enormous Increase for 1928 .in the 
vote for Defence Contribution, an. 
millions, 
and he felt that the state of their 
finances placed upoti them the ‘duty 
of seeing that, they paid no more 
than their strict -due.° He was' 
aware that Government had. the 
matter in hand and. he felt that 
they should not rest until the large 
increase of over 30 per cent, had 
been conipletely explained. Refer: 
ring to votes amounting to prac- 
tically $134 . millions for Govern- 
quarters, excluding _ police 
quarters, the hon’ble member said 
he could: not believe that such a 
large vote was ordinarily neces- 
sary. He believed that economies 
could ‘show a small saving and that 
adjustment of the Defence, Con- 
tribution and a return to normal 
bullding of quartera could show a 
large one,.and he put these savings 
at $2 millions. : 


. 


Fresh Taxation. a 
Although the neéd. for taxation 
was riot so pressing that.they need- 
ed to rush into it he suggested that 
a start should be made in giving 
consideration’ to it. There should, 
he thought, be ever present to their 
minds the healthy hatred ° with 
which income tax was: viewed dur- 
ing its short habitation with’ us. 
It proved to be thoroughly unpopu- 
lar, and, in the: peculiar conditions 
of the Colony, most unjust in. ita 
incident. He failed to see how it 
could ever be just in its incidence 
here and although ita ghost walked 
before us whenever additional taxa-| 
tion was mooted he. sincerely. hop- 
ed that any steps taken to obtain 
more revenue would completely and 
finally lay the ghost of that parti- 
Mr.‘ Clarke also point- 
ed out the undesirability of any 
general tariffs, remarking that the 
geographical position of the Colony 
favoured ao jarge transhipment 
trade and made of the various set- 
tlements corridors’ leading to the 
more gilded apartments of the rich 
hinterland which lay beyond. . Such 


‘limposts, therefore, would be: collect- 


sed upon but a small proportion of 
the total landed here and would be 
expensive of collection, as an in- 


tricate: system of . bonded. ware-|\ 


houses would be required, whilst 
platoons of ‘Customs officials and 
armies of annoyance would gradual- 
ly drive out our large transhipment 
trade.. -He suggested that. a repre- 
sentative’ commission be appointed 
to examine in great detail all: pos- 
sible sources of future taxation and 
that their report be published for 
general . discussion ‘throughout the 
Colony.

The means adopted by ‘the 
prisoners in scaling the high wall 
is not apparent, as they had left 
no clue behind, but it is probable 
that ropes had been thrown over.

they’climbed. The difficulty of. 
the. glass on top of the wall was 
surmounted by the placing ‘of a 
bundle of rags over ‘the glass, 

‘There.are no scaffoldings inside 
the “New” jail, these being erect- 
ed ‘inside the main prison where 
rebuilding is going on,, and these 
scaffoldings are too well guarded

To meet a transi- 
tory period of readjustment, they 
had already accumulated over 
forty: millions, and in addition they 
had large’ accumulated surpluses 
on "the Currency Reserve, They 
had, however, a further, and very 
valuable reserve, which did not 
seem to have attracted attention. 
Large tracts of valuable land let 
out by the Government on 99 years 
leasea would be reverting to | the 
Government in the next  twenty- 
four years. Ifthe Governm:nt ob- 
txined a full'annual return by way 
‘lof rent when those leases fell in, 
it seemed certain that a very large 
income would become available at 
a very-opportune time. He was 
not one of those who wished the 
Opium Reserve to remain where it 
was, because it seemed an injus- 
tice to tax the luxury of the poor 
more highly than that of the well- 
to-do, If there were a prospect of 
reducing the taxation on opium 
consumers so as to bring it moré on 


‘par with that on liquor 
ers, he. should favour the contin- 
uance -of the contribution.

It waa highly 
provable that permanent improve- 
ments could be effected in tho 
Colony: now at a much. lower cost 
than after fifteen or twenty years, 
and the increased earning power 
of the Colony as a result of these 
improvements would be more than 


equivalent’ to the interest which, 


would be earned from the Invested 
fund. It woild be just ns effective 
if they utilised the Reserve Fund 
in, carrying “out necessary im- 
provements’ at once. To continue 
making the suggested allocation 

from their annual revenue appear- 
ed ‘to him to involve the cutting 
down’ of vital improvement 
schemes. and mnecesary public 
works, the hindering of their 
efforts to aafeguard the health of 
the people and the delaying of the 
provision of means for their educa- 
tion, in. order that in some distant 
future, posterity might have money 
to spind ‘on ‘works which they 
should now be constructing for
